Besides, as we know, sterile and 
fertile flowrrs on different trees char 
actertze certain species, so that It It 
really a fact that some Individual trees 
never show fruit or seed at all, Ac 
cordingly, although everybody in thc 
world knows that the seed of Iho oafc 
Is the acorn, there are people not a few 
•who think that oaks sometimes appeal 
without regard to any such germlnaj 


ply plant tho seed and Fet time do thc 
rest. In tho case of several sorts of 
trees tills Is the very best possible pro- 
cedure. 
A.11 trees having a vertical or 


tap root aro so much harmed and ect 
back by the necessary pruning- in trans- 
planting: that a seed in the placo where 
the tree la wasted Tvlf! ysually far out- 
strip In a few years the transplanted 
specimen. Thc writer has on his prem- 
ises two oaks planted sixteen years 
ago, ono as an acorn, tho other 
nursery grown specimen.

For 
all sorts of trees pruning Is deferred 
until the tree la old, whea the owner or 
street commiseioncr or tho telephoue 
company suddenly awakens to the fact 
that the tree needs pruning, when 
forthwith a man with ladder and ax 
appears and proceeds to hew off the al- 
ready fnr developed limbs. No Illus- 
tration is needed here to bring before 
readers vividly the results of such am- 
putation. In every town, a'/ong every 
highway, one may see'examplea of such 
amputation. AH -winter long the mu- 
tilated trunks of our trees stand like 
decapitated criminals. 
In spring all 


generous nature attempts 10 cover tip" 
tho deformity. New shoota appear In 
numbers around tho severed trunk or 
branch, and in time we may have once 
more a somewhat umbrageous top. But 
the tree Is ruined. Ia tho first place. 
Its symmetry la destroyed. It can nev- 
er again exhibit the graceful propor- 
tions characteristic of the species Jt 
represents.

crop of willows, thousands upon thou 
sand of them; an abandoned sanOfleld 
Jn the south will put up a pecuHai 
species of pine, the "old field pine," lr 
fact. In Pennsylvania a rocky h-UlslcU 
will spring up thick with chestnuts; Ic 
Iowa a lotisa ridge produces white oaks. 
Everywhere where a .forest of pine fani 
been cut away forthwith appears a" new 
forest of deciduous leaved tr«*s. 


Let 'Us gee what all this means. In 


the first place, we may note that the 
seeds of some trees arc extremely 
small. They are adapted to transpor- 
tation by wind or water. Every spring, 
for instance,along, our northern streams 
the air is filled with flying seeds of 
poplars and of willows 
The seeds of 


the pine, the maple, tho birch, toe elm, 
are likewise BO distributed. In time of 
storm the- winds "will often carry such 
seeds to distances almost unlimited. 
On the other hand, the seeds of some1 
most common species are carried by 
the birds and dropped to come up ID 
unexpected places. Such aro the seeds 
of the barberry, red cedar and even of 
the oak. surprising to relate. A blue 
Jay has been known to carry tho n corns 
of a bur oak to a distance of three 
mlk'S, dropping tho nuts all thn way 
along at tarious Internals. It Is there 
fore not dHBcuIt to sec- that even the 
most surprising C'tsoa of the upsprlng 
Ins of foitsts may yet bf* explained by 
reference to the ordinary sequence of 
Eeed and shoot. If one who passes 
through u piuo foiost Hill obfcer^e cure- 
tullj, he T\ill often find small areas al- 
ready gKen to other sorts of, trees, and 
If he will looK still moie closely he will 
flnd often among: the pines themselves 
hundreds of little tiees, not pines, tom- 
poiurlly overshadowed and suppressed, 
which wait only thc removal of Uieex- 
isting forest to spring up rapidly and 
so to produce in a fow yeais tbc 10- 
markablc transformation so often not- 
ed. After a teirlble s\\eep of a fire in 
the mountains of the west the \\aolo 
mountain side Is often blackened with 
a ruin so complete that it would seem 
as if no living thing could ever appear 
in that locality again. But beneficent 
nature sends relief. On the wings of 
thewJnd tbesfHKlsof the mountain asp- 
en float, and Jn a year or two the ruin 
may he almost effaced, at least by asp- 
en saplings, standing so thick some- 
times as to be utterly impenetrable.
